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JThe counter-attack against sixth form and 
I tertiary college alternatives to the all- 
‘ through comprehensive school gathers 
apace. Last week there were reports that Opposi- 
tion thinking has been steered (if only temporari- 
ly) away from proposals for a break at 16. This 
week comes a forceful salvo from the opposite 
end of the political spectrum in a paper by Mr 
Fred Naylor for Mrs Thatcher's Centre For Policy 
Studies (page 1 1). 

Mr Naylor is an old campaigner since the 
period when he worked for the Schools Council 
on examination reform. He is a dab hand with 
educational statistics and has come to the firm 
belief that academic standards in general, and 
sixth form standards in particular, have suffered 
directly as a result of comprehensive reorganiza- 
tion. Not everyone reads the statistics as he does 
but he is one of those happy people who have few 
doubts. When he discusses the Crisis in the Sixth 
Form, therefore, he is considering what he 
regards as a series of man-made disasters, to be 
mitigated if possible by modifications which, by 
one means or another, undermine the compre- 
hensive idea. 

This may be thought to mark him off sharply 
from other would-be reformers of the sixth form 
such as the devotees of tertiary schemes, and 
indeed it does. But in important respects his 
analysis could be shared by proponents of quite 
different policies. 

In essence he is saying that comprehensive 
reorganization has spread the bright students and 
the specialists capable oF teaching to A level too 
thinly across the system. The average compre- 
hensive school has 900 pupils, which means at 
least twice as many sixth forms have to he staffed 
as would be required if grammar schools had 
been retained. 

This, says Mr Nnylor (and he cannot prove it 
any more than he can be proved wrong), is why 
the upward trend in the proportion of each age 
group getting two A levels stopped in the 
seventies after a steady rise through the sixties. 

Stripped of its contentious overtones, the 
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Mushroom sixth forms

Naylor diagnosis of sixth form difficulties is the 
same as that which has been propounded over 
many years by the DES: sixth form teaching 
groups are too small', and this is inefficient. Quite 
rightly, Mr Naylor insists that the “crisis” is not 
caused by falling rolls. This phenomenon hasn't 
hit the A level age groups yet. And as the 
demographic decline is mainly a decline of 
working class birthrates, the class structure of 
upper secondary education means that the sixth 
form should be shielded from the full effect. 

Given a crisis which is caused by trying to 
maintain too many separate sixth forms, the 
obvious answer is to look for ways of concentrat- 
ing bright pupils and clever staff more effectively. 
Introducing a break at 16 and regrouping the 16 
to 19s in another institution or institutions is one 
answer- the one favoured by cities like Manches- 
ter which see it as the only way to maintain the 
comprehensive principle while providing ade- 
quately for the varied needs of the 16 to 19s. Like 
any other scheme, this has its own snags. Mr 
Naylor lists these with some relish. Among these 
are the undesirability (in his view) of creating 11 


to 16s schools without the prospect of advanced 
work to attract academically well-qualified staff; 
the effect on the younger pupils of the absence of 
the older and vice versa’, the “permissive” , 
pseudo-adult , atmosphere of the sixth form or FE 
college; the dilution of the teachers' traditional 
pastoral role; the discontinuity between feeder 
schools and tertiary institutions and the brevity of 
a two-year course in which one year is “hallo” and 
the other is “goodbye”. 

• There is no doubt that these are features of 
most 16 to 19 schemes which worry many people. 
This is not to say that a break at 16 and the 
development of a separate network of post-16 
colleges may not still be the best bet. The trouble 
with concentrating on the snags of schemes 
proposed by proponents of change is that this can 
obscure the snags associated with the present 
arrangements. What is happening is that the 
present snags are becoming too great to ignore. 
This being so, it is especially urgent that those 
who favour a break at 16 should look in detail at 
the objections and examine the measures specifi- 
cally needed to overcome' them. •

Jobless leavers 
treble this term 

Registered school leaver unern 
ment has trebled since the start of tl 
summer term. 

With the end of the term' still to 
come, it is now certain that more than 
one in three leaverswlll be out of work 
this winter. 

The June Department of Employ- 
ment figures published on Tuesday 
show that there are now 208,000 school 
leavers registered as unemployed in 
Oreat Britain - 140,000 more than the 
April figures. 

There are also now more than 
160,000 under 18s in the Government’s 
special programmes - 15,000 more 
than at the start of this term. : 

There are now jit (east 300,000 
leavers on the register or in the Youth 
Opportunities Programme, some of 
whom have been Jobless for more, than 
a year. . 

It is estimated that another 150,000 
leavers will join the register during the 
next two moaths.

Handbook 
disowned by 
authors

A newly-published teachers’ guide to 
multi-racial education has been dis- 
owned by the authors. 

Members of the Schools Council 

E roject tcum say the final version of the 
00k misrepresents their work. A 
complete section is missing and one 
chapter is bowdlerised. They say the 
report fails to make sense, anu because 
they wrote it in 1978, it is now out oi 
date. 

The three-year curriculum develop- 
ment project ended in 1976 and cost 
around £150,000. 

The missing section was dropped 
mainly because it angered teacher 
representatives on the council’s prog- 
ramme committee when they saw it in 
1978. These included Mr Fred Jarvis and 
Mr Max Morris of the Nntiunnl Union 
of Teachers, The work was described 
as “propaganda”, “anecdotal" and “a 
slanuer against teachers". The Nation- 
al Foundation for Educational Re- 
search was also unhappy with it. 

I he missing section, which set the 
scene (or curriculum development la- 
ter in the report, discussed how chil- 
dren acquired raciul attitudes, teacher 
expectations and the role of the school 
in a multi-racial socictv. 

It showed how prevalent racist atti- 
tudes were in schools and society and 
widely quoted teachers nnd children 
mnking racist comments. 

In a brief prefuce to the guide, it 
says: “The council derided not to 
publish n section in which the project 
team gave personal views.” The tcum 
claim this represented the distillation 
of three years’ intensive Work in the 
field which substantiated the consider- 
able body of evidence accumulating in 
multi-racial education. 

“It is disquieiiiig that die Schools 
*Council finds itself unable fo publish 
such mulerial.'' it says. 

Ms Elaine Brittnn. the project eva- 
luator, is particularly upset because 
hcr’s is the only name mentioned in the 
report and the chapter attributed to her 
Is not fier work. “It was produced 
without consultation and 4s it stands - 
simplistic, oftpn, illogical and inaccu- 
ratc - Is quite, unacceptable^" : ..

A cursory glance around the 
college common room will reveal 
that a number of the trainers are, 
In the words of Dylan Thomas, no 
longer "... young and easy under 
the apple boughs." Through no 
fault ot its own, teacher training 
has become static, little disturbed 
by the appointment of younger 
staff witn fresh impulses. r ‘It 
frankly would kill me to go back 
to a down-town comprehensive 
full-time", confessed one lecturer 
with the confident candour of 
established seniority. “When the 
going gets rough,” declared one 
teacher in such a school during a 
Rampton committee visit, “many 
tutors just do not want to know.

Appendix B Children 

Direct appeals or exhonations to buy should not be made to 
children unless the product advertised is one likely to be of 
interest to them which they could reasonably be expected to 
afford for themselves. 

Advertisements should not encourage children to make 
themselves a nuisance to their parenti, or Anyone else, with the 
aim of persuading them to buy an advertised product . 

No advertitement should cause children to believe that they will 
be inferior to other children, or unpopular with them, iT they 
do not buy a particular product, or have it bought for them. 

No advertitement for a commercial product should suggest lo 
children that, if they do not buy it or encourage others to do so, 
they will be failing in their duty or lacking in loyalty.

Children should not appear to be unattended in street scenes 
unless they are obviously old enough to be responsible for their ' 
own safety; should not be shown playing in the road, unless it h ' 
clearly shown to be a play-street or other Safe area; should not 
be shown stepping carelessly off die pavement or crossing the 
road without due care; in busy street scenes should be seen to 
use the zebra crossings when crossing the road; and should be 
otherwise seen in general, as pedestrians or cyclists, to behave in

Evidence to show that teachers' racial 
attitudes adversely affect the image 
ethnic minority pupils have of them- 
selves was given to a conference in 
Cambridge this week. 

“Children appear to return a more 
positive self-concept score when they 
are taught by 'highly tolerant 
teachers’, claimed Mr Peter Green, 
deputy principal of St Hild and St Bede 
College, Durham University. “This 
was some empirical evidence sadly 
lacking from the Rampton Report". 

In his four year study which has yet 
to be published, he also found that 
teachers as a whole are less racist than 
the rest of the population. 

The study involved six primary and 
secondary schools from two education 
authorities with Asian and West Indian 
pupils forming a quarter of the school 
population. 

The sample Consisted of 70 teachers. 
28 men and 42 women, 1814 children 


white, 449 Asian and 425 West Indian. 
All -the teachers were white British 
nationals. 

Instead of using the word “racist" he 
preferred to describe teachers as 
‘ethnocentric’’ which he defines as a

Hie average teacher’s home costs 
just under £25,000 and is purchased 
with the help of a £14,000 mortgage, 
according to the survey-carried out dv 
ihe Provincial Building Society - or 
people who had taken out a mortgage 
with them during the past year.

Two new colleges to open in N. Ireland

Two brand new colleges are likely to 
open in Northern Ireland before the 
end of the year: a marked contrast to 
gloomy forecasts of hundreds of clo- 
sures m the statutory sector. 

The All Children Together Move- 
ment has announced details of the 
religiously integrated all-ability secon- 
dary school called the Lagan College' 
which it intends running from Septem- 
ber on the southern edges of Belfast. 

The school, whose first head is Mrs 
Sheila Greenfield, says in a prospectus 
that the curriculum will stress what the 
two Northern Ireland communities 
have in common rather than what 
divides them. 

The Lagan College will be run by a 
limited company of which all parents, 
full-time teachers and All Children 
Together trustees will be voting mem- 
bers. In 1983-84 it will seek voluntary 


status but until then it will have to 
support itself without any state con- 
tribution. Fees for the first year will be 
£600 and all parents will be expected to 
make some other contribution to the 
school in the form of unpaid work. 
Parents who cannot afford the fees mav 
have children admitted for as little as 


£25 while people who cannot afford 
that can apply for bursaries. 

The other new project is the Ulster 
Peoples College which has just re- 
ceived news of a grant of £75,000 from 
the Nuffield Foundation to buy, reno- 
vate and equip a building. Northern 
Ireland has no adult residential centre 
and no equivalent of Ruskin or the 
Northern college. The steering commit- 
tee hopes to fill this need with an 
institution which will provide facilities 
for study research and meetings and 
also take on the political role ofacting 


as a focus for trade unions, community 
groups and womens organizations in- 
volved in problems like poor housing, 
unemployment, poverty and the local 
troubles. 

The Ulster Peoples College Associa- 
tion, which will run the centre, spans

Policy of ‘inequality’

Reading, in Berkshire, is suffering 
from a massively unequal and discri- 
minatory education system, according 
to a report by the local community 
relations council. 

The report calls for a change in the 
way children are allocated to secon- 
dary schools because, it claims, the 
present system is unfair. 

The report, as yet unpublished, 
reveals that in 1980, 50 per cent of 
Asian children and 40 per cent of West 
Indian children needed remedial help 
at 11-plus, and 75 per cent of both 
groups were below the national aver- 
age on transfer to Reading comprehen- 
sive schools. 

Because of a zoning system set up in 
1978, these children are distributed 
into weak schools affected by falling 
rolls. 

Out of the 17 schools in the greater 
Reading area, 12 are near or above the 
national average of attainment and live 
are below. Eighty per cent of Asian 
children, 51 per cent 'of West Indian 
children and 20 per cent of white 
children are located in the five weak 
schools. 

Only one of the eight comprehen- 
sives in the former town boundary hnd 
an intake in 1979 which reached the 
national average, two were well below 
and three were substantially below. 

But in the area immediately sur- 
rounding the old city boundary none of 
the seven comprehensives fell below 
the national average, and most of the ; 
others were substantially above it. The , 


old boundary has been adhered to by 
the authority despite the town’s merger 
with Berkshire under local government 
reorganization in 1974. 

Ethnic minority pupils are concen- 
trated mainly in the schools which have 
the lowest attainment profies although 
there is no evidence to show their 
presence contributed to this. The 
Rending Council for Racial Equality 
claims that this concentration is not 
accidental, but the result of deliberate 
policies and action by the county 
council. 

A controversial zoning scheme, in- 
troduced in 1978, caused such an 
uproar that it was modified but not 
before the Commission for Racial 
Equality began its first formal inves- 
tigation of an education authority 
following allegations of discrimination. 

The commission's report has yet to 
be published but its main finding that 
discrimination was "not proven” was 
reported in The TES last week. 

The Reading CRE's report re- 


iwsu on me outcome ot the new zoning 
scheme and transfer arrangements to 
secondary schools whicli came into 
effect in 1979. It also updates the 
heads’ figures for the 1980 intake. 

The head's report appeared to pre- 
empt the CRE’s investigation. The 
authority interpreted the head- 
teachers 1 report as having refuted 
allegations that ethnic minonties were 
disadvantaged by the town’s allocation 
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y system. The report recommended that 
r the authority should continue with the 
t 1978 scheme in the interests of sta- 
bility. 

- But upon closer examination of the 
: head teachers' evidence, the RCRE 
i discovered it bad unwittingly revealed 
r the alarming state of schools in the 
f town with major deficiencies in educa- 
' tional standards and enormous con- 
: trasts between schools. 

The RCRE says these facts cannot 
simply be explained by social disadvan- 
tage and urban deprivation. A recent 
survey of local authorities by the Office 
of Population Census showed that 
Reading, along with Cheltenham, 
' ork and Brighton are the towns that 
deviate least from the national average 
of a set of 40 census variables. 

The report recommends: 

• a detailed examination of prim- 
ary schools 

• more funds for the English lan- 
guage centre, and primary 
schools with remedial children 

• monitoring the progress of chil- 
dren throughout their school 
career. 

• implementation of a comprehen- 
sive system with a proper spread 
of ability 

Mr Peter Edwards, Berkshire's 
director of education, said this week 
that he had discussed the report with 
the RCRE but “we are waiting for the 
objective report from the CRE in 
London before I make any comment 
on it."

In Croydon, fire prevention officers

improvements that need to be made at 
Ingrams High School for Boys. 

Fire chiefs drew up the list after a 
routine inspection of the school, but 
Croydon's reconstruction sub- 
committee said they will not do any- 
thing until the council's reshuffle plan 
has been approved by Mr Carlisle. 

The plan by Croydon’s director of 
education includes closing seven 
secondary schools to cope with falling 
rolls. 


The report to the education commit- 
tee revealed that other schools in 
Croydon await fire precaution work. 

Mr Hoare, headmaster of Ingrams 
School in Thornton Heath, said: 
“There is nothing to fear at all. We 
have alarms, extinguishers and an 
evacuation procedure. We have not 
had a fire here since l arrived in 1968.” 

He said . the recommended work 
would be creating a second escape 
route linking classrooms with a door so 
there would be another exit in case 
anything did go wrong.

Freedom complaint to go to Geneva 


BONN: One of West Germany's 
largest teaching unions is to lodge a 
complaint at the International Labour 
Court in Geneva against what they 
consider official restriction of teachers' 
freedom of opinion. 

According to the president of the 
Union for Education and Science 
(GEW), Herr Erich Frisler, education 
officials are trying to encourage “good 
behaviour" in teachers by denying 
them permanent contracts or promo- 
tion it their actions brine them into 
conflict with the authorities. 

Like other civil servants in West 
Germany, whose status and privileges 
they share, teachers must profess their 
loyalty to the free, democratic order. 
Members of the Communist Party, for 
instance, fall under the Bemfsverbov. 
they are not allowed to become civil 
servants, which rules out teaching and 
the law, among other professions, 


although some states arc more liberal 
than others in their application of this 
rule. 

The GEW has issued h 58-pagc 
document giving examples of “non- 
nnliticar cases: teachers, who have 
been disciplined, not for their com- 
munist nffiliuiions, but for protesting 
against poor educational conditions 
such as large classes, either ns private 
individuals, or as trade union officials. 

A bizarre case of non-political disci- 
plining came to light recently in Slult- 
gnn, where the authorities withheld 
promotion from a teacher of German 
at a g r ammar school for quoting Heine. 

Herr Erhard Joest announced his 
marriage by inserting Ihe quotation, 
“the marriage is no less valid if the 
priestly blessing is missing", in the local 
paper. Angry parents complained that

authorities mnounted an investigation 
into his teaching and political back- 
ground. which led to disciplinary ac- 
tion. 

As Herr Joest has painted out. the 
poem from which the offending quota- 
tion was taken is on Ihe sixth form 
German syllabus for most grammar 
schools. 

Yet there are signs that the criteria 
for evaluating teachers are changing. 
The administrative appeal court in 
Berlin has just dccidcu in favour of 
Tour teachers from Bavarin who had 
appealed against wrongful dismissal. 
They lost incir jobs because, as stu- 
dents. they had participated in political 
groups which the Bavarian school 
authorities considered to have com- 
munist leanings. 

The court emphasized that a teacher’s 
“professional qualifications and per- 
sonal aptitude’' were more important 
considerations than his political past.

The European Commission is under- 
taking a four-year assessment of lead 
levels in the blood of sample groups in 
nine of the 10 member states. 


Both the number of courses mounted 
by West Germany’s 865 colleges of 
adult education, and the number of 
students who enrolled for them 
reached record levels In 1980. 

The expansion of adult education 
has continued without n break for the 
past 15 years. During this time the 
number of courses on offer has in- 
creased from 73.000 to 280,000 and 
enrolments from 1.5m to almost 5m. 

To cope with the growth in demand 
43 per cent of all colleges have 
appointed full-time directors and the 
largest centres have small teams of 
permanent staff responsible for groups 
of subjects and for supervising the 
work of the part-time teachers on 
whom the whole system is dependent. 

Average class size has been reduced 
to 16, compared with 20 five years ago. 
Seventy six per cent of classes are held 
in the evening and only 19 per cent take 
place during the day. The remaining 
five per cent consist of special study 
programmes often involving field 


work, visits and short intensive or 
residential courses lasting up to a week 
or ten days. 

The Volkshochschulen, as the col- 
leges are culled, offer n wide variety of 
courses related mainly to leisure aclivj- 


learning English and a quarter French. 
Currently, however, the highest 
growth rate is in German as a foreign 
language, as immigrant workers and 
their families come to recognize the 
importance of a working knowledge of 
the language. 

Just under 20 per cent of students 
attend classes in crentive arts subjects 
(pottery, woodwork , modelling, paint- 


ing, music and dancing) with smaller 
proportions in keep fit, commercial 
skills, housekeeping, social studies and 


science courses. 

At the bottom end of the scale 1.1 
per cent of students prepare for the 
secondary modern, intermediate and 


grammar school leaving certificates 
awarded by the ministry of education 
in each or the federal states. 

Nevertheless, these courses account 
for nearly 10 per cent of the teaching 
hours given by the Vnlkshocksdndeu . 
In J979-RO 9.000 students took the 
school certificate examinations and a 
further 4.50U the examinations for 
trade qualifications, set by the cham- 
bers of crafts, commerce and industry. 

For subjects in which public ex- 
aminations arc inappropriate, the 
Association of Adult Education Col- 
eges in the Federal Republic has 
introduced its own certificate of 
achievement and in 1980 more than 
10,000 students obtained such nn 
award. 

Only in preparatory courses for 
schol-leaving certificates is there a 
slight preponderance of male students 
(54 per cent). Overall women outnum- 
ber men by roughly two to one.

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My commitment is to a statutory 
right of tertiary education, to effective 
education maintenance allowance and 
to assist and accelerate the already well 
established movement of courses,

I hope that, when the processes of 
deliberation, consultation and policy 
formulation are completed, my party 
will first present a poucy for universal, 
comprehensive, continuing education 
which will include all of those essential 
ingredients and then implement such a 
policy at the earliest opportunity with 
the statutory authority and financial 
resources needed for such a task. 

It is interesting and heartening to 
note that, even without any positive 
encouragement from the Government, 
local education authorities, schools 
and further education institutions are 
taking such initiatives despite the se- 
vere impediments imposed bv financial 
cuts.

Act. 

With or without a Tory reform of 
further education law, I hope that my

If the under-secretary 
of state is by the same miracle of

Invest in physics 

Sir, - Everyone involved in education 
must be concerned about the dearth of 
well-qualified teachers of physics. 

As a solution the Governmentl! 
about to launch a pilot scheme which 
will provide 60 scholarships for the 
next two years for mathematics and 
physical science graduates to take the 
PGCE at certain selected institution!. 
Yet too often PGCE courses are found 
wanting by students who subsequently 
become disillusioned with teaching. 
We must guard against this, ensuring 
the courses are more relevant to the 
demands of the future vocation. 

This DES proposal is no more thant 
stop-gap solution to the shortage and 
the Government must adopt a vrn 
different attitude towards education if 
it is to confront the deeper problems 
encountered in attracting graduates 
into science teaching, problems which 
are common to the profession as. a 
whole*, the need for greater recognilka 
by teachers of the value of their work 
and, moreover, greater acknowledge- 
ment by society of the excessive de- 
mands placed upon teachers. Science 
teaching also faces its own peculiar

doubt be asked to do so. Yet these 
departments are found to be either 
chronically understaffed or under 
equipped, or if they have the equip- 
ment cannot afford to use it due to 
capitation limitations. At the same 
time, a subject such as science, notor- 
iously an expensive cost related area, is 
enjoying unequalled popularity due to 
present government thinking and 
policy. • . 

In “Leading the way”, I doubt very 
much whether pastoral care, however 


skilled and well meaning will affect the 
genera] inadequacies ofpresent educa- 
tional provision in those very areas 
with which they express so much 
concern.

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Butterfly 

countdown

Anybody quizzing their favourite 
walks realizes that Butterflies seem less 
common than they were. Surely (in the 
good old pre-conservation days?) you 
could scatter clouds of Meadow 
Browns or Common Blues? Can you 
still find them, and does the garden 
buddleia attract as many as it used? 

Now is the time to find out. Butterf- 
lies have been lagging behind wild 
flowers and birds in the conservation- 
awareness stakes. To correct that, and 
put some pep and cash into butterfly 
care, senior conservation bodies have 
declared a Butterfly Year. Its start was 
marked by the issue of special Post 
Office stamps in May. 

WATCH is organizing a national 
Butterfly Countdown, in collaboration 
with the Roynl Society for Nature 
Conservation and its associated county 
Trusts for Nature Conservation (who 
manage nature reserves), and with 
scientists at the ITE Furzebrook Re- 
search Station, who will also supervise 
the analysis of the results. 

The aim is to establish definite facts 
about the number and distribution- of 
butterflies of all kinds. The surveyors 
arc to be non-experts -school pupils of 
all ages. 

The census takes the form of a daily 
walk, a half hour stroll in countryside 
or in suburb (or even town park), 
keeping to the same route each day. 
The surveyors have to record the kinds 
of area they pass through, and imagine 
that they are casting a two metre wide 


would be very useful. 

Not much dedication is needed. We 
ask for only five daily walks, in war- 
mish, stillish weather, though ten 
walks or more would be useful. If we 
.can get enough reports, spread through 
July and August, even such a simple 
survey will yield new, useful informa- 
tion. It will be a kind of “snapshot”, 
never before attempted on this scale. 

In addition, we invite our helpers to 
keep a diary of things they notice - and 
the diaries could shed light on some 
things which still puzzle us about 
butterfly behaviour. For example, how 
much of a “territory’' do common 
butterflies stake out? What stimulates 
courtship - the weather or the date? Is 
the whole of the possible habitat 
(grassy fields, for example) used, or 
only some of it? 

we will be rewarding good work, 
with a first prize of an original butterfly 
painting by Gordon Beningfield, to be 
won by the school, group of pupils or 
individual sending the most interesting 
or best researched report or diary. 

The results of the Butterfly Count- 
down will be announced this Autumn, 
at a special talk-in of some of those who 
took part, hosted by David Bellamy. 

We hope your school can assist us on 
this survey. Generous help from the 
Post Office has enabled us to publish a 
special full-colour briefing, which is 
being sent to 12,000 schools. 

If you do not receive a copy through 
the post in the next 10 days or so, and 
would like to take part, you can obtain

Hopeless for 
hopefuls?

This article is based on a research 
project begun in November, 1976, 
and involving more than 200 junior 
tournament players.

Willfanis "grent debate” for example), the 
ground of “cqunlity" (rmd a period of more open 
educational experimentation) wns abandoned, in 
the abject pursuit of “the needs of industry" and 
the fear of imminent Tory successes. 

Popular and especially working-class interests 
in education were now almost entirely defined in 
terms of capitalist schooling, as though Ihe 
possibilities of human development could be 
contained within the existing social forms. In the 
end. Labour failed in both of its traditional tasks: 
it failed adequately lo represent popular educa- 
tional needs and experiences, and it increasingly 
presided over economic failure, not economic 
success. 

Moreover, once its policies for stale education 
were threatened, Labour found Itself in a 
position of peculiar bankruptcy. Since the early 
twenties, and still more surely since Ihe War, its 
educational strategy has been limited to the 
reform of the state system of schools and 
colleges. It has not had an educational strategy of 
its own, and a direct educational relation with the 
classes and social groups it sought to represent. 

I Its educational influence has often been negative, 

. holding down popular aspirations hi a form 
appropriate to the marshalling of voles on 
ejection days.. 

It was to prove difficult , therefore, todevelop a 
new policy more in tune with popufar experi- 
. ences, and with a more realistic grasp of the deep 
amblgui l ies (especially for working-class people) 
of schooling. That challenge, and ihe same 
- difficulties In responding to it, still face the party 
in 1981. V •. 

Who, then , did Ihe sixties policies represent? It 
is useful to ask three questions: who were the 
most important agents in the sixties policies; who 
were its principal objects, and who were the main 
beneficiaries? 

The most active agents were professionals of 
■- various kinds. Under Labour's compact with the 
. teachers, questions of educational content were 
; assigned directly to the profession. The curricu- 
lum and teaching methods of schools were 
matters for professional "experts” and not, as 
■ they should be, for an open and contentious 
politics. -, , 

: Shniiarly, .questions of the popular control of 
schooling were subordinated to more narrowly 
administrative considerations - the province of 
local and national administrators. This corres- 
ponded to a more general shift in the nature of 
Labour’s poilftics; the relative marginalization of 
; the. workmfrdass elements, and the growth of 
professional middle-class membership ’ and 
preoccupations, 

In his study of these evolutions in Liverpool in 
the sixties, The.Decttae of Working Class Politic r, 
Barry Hfodess shows how rjie very styles pf

populations”. Sociological researchers, official 
reports and political pronouncements present 
working people mainly as the bearers of educa- 
tionally disadvantageous behaviour. They also 
operated ’with a notion of “equality” that was 
close, perhaps identical, to a notion of "soft” 
forms of social control: the idea of equality-as-a- 
means-to-social-cohesion . 

This picture of the largely middle-class charac- 
ter of Labour’s sixties programmes helps to 
explain the failure of the popular push for 
comprehensivisationin these years. Again, it was 
mainly the professional sections of the local 
middle classes that pushed for. these changes. 
This is reinforced by what we know about the 
effects of educational expansion since World War 
II; and what we may suspect (but cannot yet 
show) about com prehensivisa lion in the seven- 
ties. 


■ The seventies saw the social-democratic 
settlement become vulnerable cm ninny 
fronts. A deep and deepening economic crisis 
undermined its foundations of modernization, 
while a crisis of social control denied its promise 
of harmonizntion. 

Supporters of social democracy became more 
doubting - academics through the work of the 
"New Sociology”, the de-schoolers, Jencks and 
others; teachers through dissatisfaction with 
salaries, nnd their experience of the results of 
social democratic reforms (R.OSLA im- 
plemented in adverse circumstances, inadequate 
comprehensivization). The DES and the local 
authorities were subjected to a series of disorient- 
ing reforms (and critiques) which inhibited any 
potential defence of social democratic expan- 
sionism. 

In this context the attack of the New Right was 
peculiarly well timed and effective. The decade 
saw the deconstruction of the plausibility, well 
timed and effective.

Halsey, Heath and Ridge, in Origins and 
Destinations, show that (he class chances of 
reaching university education have remained 
constant since the war, but that the “absolute 
gains for the service [ie middle) class were 
massive compared with those for the working 
class”. “There is”, as the authors put it, “no 
universal law linking expansion to equality.” 
First to benefit were those already in a relatively 
privileged position. 

When we speak, then, of the “popular” 
elements in Labour’s social alliance and educa- 
tional programme in the sixties, it is important to 
clarify what this means. The popular elements 
themselves consisted of an alliance in which 
sections of the professional middle class were 
clearly in dominance. This gave to Labour’s 
repertoire some elements of opposition to the 
purer forms of "capitalist schooling" and 
training. 


In practice, it lent a particular salience to those 
aspects of social-democratic policy that con- 
cerned the educational chances of the children of 
professionals, and those who wished to become 
professionals. If Labour's policies were “popu- 
lar” in this qualitative sense, they were certainly 
not “working class” and, still more surely, neither 
socialist nor feminist in character. 

It is still not possible to talk about a post- 
comprehensive phase of school organization, as 
though this reform was finally secured. But we 
can consider the effects of a movement towards 
the common school upon the possibilities of 
popular struggles around access. The more the 
ideal of the common school is approached (or 
believed to be approached), the more a politics 
based on access loses its clarity and its force. The 
common senses of “education" now operate with 
a particular plausibility: when selection is mini- 
mized or hidden, it really does appear that

ThctoWnadt political cohseriius of the&xtiefl,, 
offering social reforms against attempted indust- 
rial rejuvenation, had failed to be productive, 
and bad lost its cross-class support -In the 
accentuated version of “modernization”. The 
conservative need was to construct a broader- 
based consensus of a wholly different kind. 

For: this purpose; Powellite nationalism, both 
divisive ?nd anachronistic, neve^ looked adequ- 


ate: its insufficiency warranted the now extensive 
search for a new and “popular” conservatism. 
The first need of such a politics would be to 
orchestrate the range of disturbances Into a 
near-total dissent from the prevalent consensus 
and its typical ideas and ways of working, with 
which the failures (already , 'crisis’) could come to 
be connected. The hour of Black Paperdom had 
struck. 

In Progress in Education, Nigel Wright has 
trenchantly analysed the contradictions and 
Incoherence of the Black Papers - their non- 
sequlture, inconsistency and often careless or 
tendentious handling of evidence. But his intel- 
lectual demolition of the essays, in a detached, 
and qua&legal analysis, seems to strike thin air. 

The New Right’s irioat potent version of its own 
legitimacy rested on a new educational populism: 
“wherever I go I am besieged by people ... 
anxiously, questioning the present state of British 
education”, wrote Rhodes Boyson. Awareness 
of an educational “crisis” required no books: 
“one only needs to talk to pupils, parents, 
employers and the general public”. 

-■ . It followed that evidence or even consistency 
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educational outcomes are simply the result 0 r 
individual abilities. 01 

In fact, outcomes that are similar to thou 
secured under tripartitism by formal selection 
and exclusion seem to occur in more u open “ 
systems too, but by the more informal interac 
tions of structure and culture. Certainly they me 
no longer plausibly thought of as only a product 
of “home and school”. A politics of access, then 
undercuts the basis of its own support (in (k 
experience of conspicuous exclusion) without 
confronting the most fundamental reasons for 
inequality. It is in this sense that this politics it 
“reformist" and incorporative. 

IF we take account of these various dimensions 
- the contradictoriness of policy, its middle-class 
character, the absence of a real, popular and 
especially working-class connection, and the 
limits of a politics of access - the exhaustion and 
collapse of the whole repertoire in the seventiesis 
easier to understand. 


were beside the point. The analysis sought iu 
authority first in an appeal to “parents”, second 
in a stress on aspirations to mobility which attbi 
same time suggested their actual or potential 
frustration. It was these two “moves" In the 
arguments which preceded but also accounted for 
their astonishingly high visibility in the “popular 
mass dailies. 

The key shift was undoubtedly the appeal to 
the figure of “the parent”. This was a bajfc 
departure from previous Tory educational work. 
There was no longer an apeal to "traditional 
values” of an ever more obviously partial and 
selective kind. Instead the new altitudes were 
offered as those of parental worry and unspeci- 
fied popular disquiet - as ratified by the un- 
spoken (though now conveniently articulated) 
fears of a parental “silent majority”. In a classic 
"populist” manoeuvre, a version of “ordinary 
parents” and of parental interests was set against 
the forces by whom they were scorned. 

“The parent" as such could only be a mislead- 
ing abstraction, which overlaid and disguised 
differences. Yet its ideological reach was con- 
siderable. The “ordinary" parent was particularly 
reassuring against the permissiveness and rejec- 
tion of the family imputed to the counter-culture 
nf the turn of the decade. As a reference point 
“the parent" was classless, without gender/aud 
seeking a better life for the child - a genere&bg 
focus for worries about "the nation" and Its 
children.

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The party leadership, at first uncertain about 
the whole shift, became increasingly receptive. 
Here was not so much an ideology which would 
either ground or conceal the “cuts”, which were 
fairly remote from Black Paper concerns, but 
lines and modes of argument which began to 
justify an active restructuring of the whole 
educational system. They could prepare the 
ground for a thoroughgoing alternative settle- 
ment, as the consensus began to break up. 

One crucial step remained before the new right 
offensive could be politically effective. This was 
accomplished through the construction of a 
major media "panic” about schools, which 
sought to harness widely varying anxieties and 
discontents about education, and to identify 
sixties policies ns their common cause. The 
implicit proposed remedy then lay at hand in an 
alternative agenda developed by the New Right. 

We chose to look at the Dally Mail and Daily 
Minor between 1975 and 1977. Despite some 
important differences there was a shared struc- 
ture of assumptions and definitions. What was 
presented as a “debate” was In effect a mono- 
logue, concentrating on items concerning 
teachers’ lack of professional competence or the 
negative aspects of pupil behaviour. 

Readers learned, for instance, that "the brutal 
truth Is that standards have fallen” ( Mall , 
November 4, 1976) that “literacy in Britain is 
marching backwards” ( Mirror , February 7, 
1975), and that a Mirror reporter had not “the 
slightest doubt that general educational stan- 
dards have slipped alarmingly in the past decade 
or so” (April 29, 1976). . 

Similarly, the papets could employ previous 
stories (from their own paper or others) as 
evidence for farther reports about, for example, 
the "mounting backlash against progressive 
methods'’ ( Mirror , April 26, 1976), or the “fact" 
that "most parents and many teachers believe 
that children are less literate and numerate than 
they were 20 years ago" (Mail, July 9, 1976). 
This was a process of circular validation tliat 
taahled tbe New Right and others to adduce the 
press discussion as “evidence” of “concern" when 
demanding tbe admission of the new agenda into 
parliamentary debate. 

The treatment of counter-evidence was reveal- 
ing. The Bullock committee’s arguments on

The disintegration of social democratic 
assumptions then came together with the new 
agenda and the weight of press polemic to allow 
its grateful and agile adoption by the Labour 
leadership. Shirley Williams adopted the argu- 
ment that "there is no greater betrayal of a child 
than to fail to provide him or her with the basic 
skills for work and life" (Mirror, January 8. 1977). 
TTie same report noted the convergence of

Williams, Callaghan and Boyson, just as the 1977 
Green Paper accounted for Callaghan's Ruskin 
speech on education as prime minister as being 
“made against a background of strongly critical 
comments in the press and elsewhere on educa- 
tion and educational standards”. 

It would be wrong to suggest that the Mail and 
the Mirror were one and the same creature. But it 
was through the largely shared language of crisis 
in the press and the mainly agreed agenda for 
action that governmental response was triggered. 
The Mirror praised the Green Paper authors for 
having done their homework, while the Mall was 
forgivably triumphant: “the penny had dropped. 
The Government has finally made it official: our 
schools are not wonderful” (July 22. 1977).

permit. Wc are invited to choose from the range 
of goods available, but this is a very different 
form of “choice" to that available to the citizen 
(pnrent or non-parent) in a properly democratic 
policy. 

The main “lines” in the supermarket arc to be 
determined not by an active, participating poli- 
tics of schooling, but by measures of “necessary” 
scarcity. The main escape from these constraints, 
and the direction in which Conservatism impels 
especially the middle-class parent, is to shop 
elsewhere, in (lie luxury markets of private 
education and a purchased privilege. 

More than this, “parental choice", by sanc- 
tifying parenthood as the ownership of children, 
treats children not as present or future citizens, 
with equal rights to education, but as adjuncts to 
families, which in their real social existences have 
markedly unequal resources and powers. The 
"rights’ 1 of children exist, therefore, only to the 
extent that the social and economic loention of 
their parents permits them. 

It is on the dual issues of winning consent and 
securing economic success that the new politics 
will be made or broken.

Oue vote in May 1979 
certainly docs not. unless wc fall under the spell 
of the "muiidatc 1 ' arguments, represent popular 
enthusiasm, ft represents, more plausibly, a 
sense of the weakness of social democratic 
solutions, and a willingness, highly contingent on 
ultimate success, to try another way. 

Tile central contradition here is the cunfliccl 
between the electoral advantages won and the 
perceived effects of subsequent policies. If 
recession continues and deepens, consent sought 
on the promise or prosperity will rapidly dissi- 
pate. Similarly, the appeal to notional unity 
stands in contrast to the deepening social ine- 
qualities, in class, gender, race and region, 
produced by state action, or measured inaction. 
The rhetoric of freedom looks thin next to 
policies in which the stale steps aside (o allow 
farther subjugation to "natural” laws- actually 
• to economic imperatives. 

The “cuts” provide the most immediate prob- 
lem in relation to schooling. The disparity 
between a commitment to improve standards and 
yet also to cut expenditure requires considerable 
.Negotiation. /The fiction qf the 'non-educational' 
nature of the 1 cuts h ns already :beeh punctured. 
The: cuts bf'coutse are actually .redistributive: ' 

. they take away from the state schools while giving 
fo the independent sector. They move resources 
from rural and Inner city areas, from working 
class families arid from the unemployed, to the 
schooling of elite and suburban groups, 
i] Such inovements stand in the grossest contrast 
to the appeal to “parents” as an undifferentiated 
unity, on behalf of “our" children. Hie populist 
appeal presents a further series of problems. - A 
more authoritarian form of state is masked by a 
populist politics - (he state becomes increasingly 
active in social life as ideology declares Its 
withdrawal in favour of entrepreneurial initia- 
tives. 

: Fart of an attempted resolution p( this contra- 
diction is the coding, in rhetoric' at. least, of 
limited forms of “consumer control" in certain 
areas - particularly schooling. Propounded as a 
search for means by; which, (wayward) teachers 
can be held responsible by the “public** for their 
actions, the aciiial results haye less to do with the 
.involvement of “non-professionals" in schooling 
than a considerable tightening of forms of direct 
control - again a. greater authoritarianism 
.masked by a populism.

The short story, as V.S. Pritchett points out in 
the introduction to this treasure trove of an 
anthology, is a poetic, not a prosaic form.- 
Great stories, according to his definition (he 
considers that Thomas Hardy's stories are real- 
ly novels but that his poems rank high among 
short stories) work by allusion, by the potency 
of imagery and by Che suggestiveness of form. 
Their very brevity lends a resonance to the 
little that is explicitly stated. Their endings 
invite contemplative pauses. 

A novel, by its amplitude, can often create 
the illusion of comprehensiveness, so that 
when the narrative ends it seems that a resolu- 
tion has been reached. Not so with n short 
story. Even so perfect a fable as Conrad's The 
Secret Sharer reads like a chapter in a longer 
narrative. As the castaway swims off into the 
- darkness and his double resumes control of his 
ship the reader is left with a sense not of 
accomplished action but of a revised set of 
possibilities. The catalyst has been introduced. 
We have seen enough fizzing to know that the 
contents of the test tube have been altered by 
it but we can only guess at their final form. 

From his own oeuvre Pritchett has chosen 
an apparently unassuming work. Four men, 
colleagues sharing a day off, bicycle up to pub 
by the lonely crossing of a Roman road with a 
• . . more -htodern highway!, , There is . no bar. A 

■ ceives them and explains that' the place in fact 
is. not a pub, the map is misleading, but she 
does do teas. Tea. and tomato sandwiches are 
.... duly consumed. Ope. of the men flirts incon- 
clusively with the woman,. in the kitchen, 
watched by, a silent child, .Nothing else hap 1 
pens, 'the bicyclists go ‘ away , the woman'

. . -This, is; minimalism at Its best. The .precise 
; attention' to., detail charges the encounter With- 
; extraordinary tension, .reducing. It to slow mo- 
tion and. .bringing it into surrcally sharp focus. 
The woman Is a total stranger to. the group of 


men. Their lives touch. The encounter is not, 
as far as we can tell, crucial to either party 
but, Pritchett seems to be saying, it might 
have been. Indeed, without our understanding 
why, maybe it is. The sense of (hat which 
might have but did not take place gives the 
little episode an atmosphere that is almost that 
of incipient violence. 

It is a powerful piece of writing and it 
haunts the memory, as do many in this mar- 
vellous anthology. With a few honourable ex- 
ceptions (it would have been perverse to the 
point of wilfulness to have left out Poe's The 
Fall of the Howe of Usher) Pritchett has 
avoided making obvious choices. Katherine 
Mansfield's offering is set, not in a German 
pension, but in the outback while Kipling's 
The Record of- Badalia Herodsfoot, in which 
sentiment •' and brutality mingle to produce 
something 'which is far bettei than either, is set 
in ' the neighbourhood of the Strand. Ernest 


Hemingway's contribution is a delicate study 
of the turning point in a love affair and Doris 
Lessing, sensitive chronicler of South African 
girlhood, here describes a London boy's sexual 
initiation. The originality of choice is not ex- 
aggerated. Hawthorne, Saki, Joyce, Faulkner. 
Cheever and Trevor are all represented by 
stories which, if not necessarily the most 
famous, are perfectly representative of their 
work. 

There are one or two questionable choices. 
In this illustrious company Elizabeth Bowen's 
The Demon Lover seems a little crude in 
conception and H. E. Bates’s Never excessive- 
ly flimsy. And overall, the anthology is low on 
laughs (Pritchett apologises for excluding 
Beerbohn and P. G. Wodehouse on the some- 
what suspect . grounds that they have been 
"over-anthologized"; the same could be said of 
over half the authors whose work is included). 
But fair’s fair, tastes differ and Pritchett is at 
pains to point out that he has brought together 
a selection of his personal favourites, not a 
kind of hit parade of the World's Best. 

The stories are arranged chronologically, 
according to author's date of birth. And while 
volumes of short- stories by a single writer 
induce indigestion if swallowed whole, this 
collection repays reading straight through, 
from Sir Walter Scott's terse adventure-tale. 
The Two Drovers, an epic in miniature, to 
John Updike's piece of incantatory introspec- 
tion, The Lifeguard. The enormous variety of 
tone and intention allows each story to make 
Us own impact without detracting from that of 
those that preced and follow It.

The difficulty of communication betwwa 
human beings nnd the inscrutability of extemi 
reality are themes implicit in the very form of 
the short story. We, the readers, are M' 
Into a stranger's life, usually at some pointS 
that life which seems crucial. There is no time 
.to be filled in on the story to far, nor for (he 
denouement to be described in detail. Like t 
good backgammon player the writer of short 
stories should not need to play the game bui 
to the end. We must make our own .deduction 
from the fact that it is the hero’s mortal enemy 
who, in Ambrose Bierce’s The Coup de Greet , 
witnesses his mercy-killing - . We must imagine 
for ourselves precisely how Frank CCoiym'i 
narrator will be altered by the traumatic ex- 
ecution of two prisoners of war. 

Often the narrative viewpoint is that of an 
outsider, so that the reader's bewilderment' ix 
comforted by that of an equally ill-informed 
narrator. Children, who view the adult wild 
with innocent and therefore misconstruing 
eyes, make frequent appearances, most not- 
ably in Sherwood Anderson's acutely moving 
account of the loss of that innocence, 1 / Warn 
to Know Why. 

For similar reasons this volume is full of 
strangers riding by. The anonymous narrator, 
reining in his horse to contemplate the Home 
of Usher, beforre entering its fateful, creaking 
portals, finds himself possessed by a strange 
fancy, that the house and its encircling moat 
are enclosed in an atmosphere peculiar, to 
themselyes - "an atmosphere which had no 
affinity with the air of heaven but which hid 
reeked up from the decayed trees, and the 
gray wall and the silent tarn.” Other travellers 
are similarly absorbed, usually only.temporaH- 
ly, into the mysterious lives of those they#. 
Mansfield's itinerant -labourers, Eudora Ml- 
ty's little girl paying her duty .visit to an old 
people's home, PritchdttV owp bicydto - 
each lead the reader into a new place.

Broadmoor. By David Cohen,

For a film-maker there are troubles, 
as Nigel Evans discovered with Silent 
Majority j in getting cameras inside 
closed institutions. People accuse 
you of callous voyeurism, biased 
edition, emotive narrative. But you 
emerge with a harrowing, conscien- 
ce- jolting piece of film. Subsequent 
cries of professional misconduct re- 
semble a man protesting that you 
mustn't pull his hair as he drowns 
you. 

David Cohen couldn't get into 
Broadmoor to make / Was in Broad- 
moor, so no thrills for the voyeurs 
here. No shots of the insanitary 
toilet shared by 50 or so patients, of 
the ECT machine sometimes admi- 
nistered without anaesthetic, of 
dormitory beds 162 inches apart, of 
staff Jives as patients are weighed 
naked, of barred windows, nigh, 
bare walls and -drab Victorian corri- 
dors. 

Cohen's accompanying book, 
Broadmoor, fills in these details, but 
the film-maker’s frustration at not 
being able to show us is reflected in 

S ent shots of the exterior; a red- 
fortress with prison-style lodge, 
high, small windows, and the omi- 
nous rural signpost; Broadmoor half 
a mile.

The truth that 2(1 per 
cent of patients have never commit- 
ted an offence, und that many others 
are of a non-violent kind doesn't hit 
the headlines. David Cohen tracks 
down a mixed-bag of ex-patients and 
demolishes the Mad Axeman myth.

Shakespeare, and Tragedy. By John

Since the death of tragedy, the 
dearest beneficiary of its literary 
estate has been comedy. The surge 
of interest in comedy over the past 
decade has been remarkable, 
-Tragedy in our time", as Maurice 
auraey recently wrote, “no longer 
seems a viable literary form; like 
enc, it is too noble, too difficult, too 
etirfcdly remote. Comedy now seems 
10 represent not just literature but a 
tray of perceiving an ’absurd’ ex- 
irtential reality." Tragedy, one might 
ay, lives on, thinly disguised as 
(black) comedy. But it must 
accommodate itself to changed 
times. A more than passing interest 
attaches to (he latest reconsideration 
of tragedy, above all Shakespearean.

John Bayley, who is best known 
for nis writings on the novel, turns 
here to Shakespeare’s tragedies. 
Troilns and Crnsida is in. Thus 
Andronicus and Romeo and Juliet 
are more or less excluded (also the 
“Tragedy” of Richard Ilf). Mr 
Bayley offers a kind of shuttle-tour 
of the major tragedies moving to and 
fro in a manner which only Northrop 
Frye has mastered. Mr Bay ley's fun- 
damental interest Is in the opposition 
of role and context: "Shakespeare’s 
instinct, in a tragic setting, seems 
always to work through characters 
who ... are unsuited to the action, 
its conventions, its atmosphere." 
True enough, but equalty true of all 
Shakespeare’s plays, which charac- 
teristically are a baffling anthology of 
genres. Shakespeare’s characters 
continually give the impression of 
straying on to a wrong stage-set - 
“Excuse me, isn’t this a comedy of 
manners? - Farce ? - My head hurts" 

- and exiting in search of the right 
genre. Dramatic conventions, and 
cues, mirror the real world. And of 
course no one actually volunteers to 
be a Tragic Hero in Act 1: Hamlet, 
with “The time is out of joint", 
speaks for all. It is simply a casting 
people acquiesce irt, more or less 
consciously, by the end of Act V. 
Viewed this way. Mr Bayley’s 
approach seems little more than a 
sophistication of hamarlia. Tragic 
weakness turns out to be “that most 
subtle and persistent of Shakespea-

“The social sciences”, according to 
John Hughes, “have tended to re- 
examine their philosophical founda- 
tions only during periods of crisis”. 
At [he present time this is not all 
that social scientists are re- 
examining. Messrs Payne. Dingwall, 
Carter and Ms Payne, for instance, 
are preoccupied with the prospects 
of sociologists, and thence of sociolo- 
gy, in Britain. Michael Carley is con- 
cerned with the state of the “social 
indicators’ movement" in Britain. 
These are three very different books, 
but all of them deal with aspects of 
social research. 

The Philosophy of Sociai Research 
is philosophy by a social scientist for 
social scientists: to help them think, 
or think again-, about what they do. 
As such it may not appeal to the 
pluralist. It should, however, be ac- 
cessible to a range of social scientists 
and social science students who 
might otherwise be even less amen-' 
able to the idea that something as 
abstract as philosophy has anything 
of relevance to say to them. The 
"Positivist Orthodoxy", with its 
emphasis upon, “objective" facts, 
“neutrally” observed, and its ex- 
pectations of eventual “scientific” ex- 
.. . acti tude. Is laid low.. The “Humanist 

Alternative” (knowledge is an act of

There are’ no easy answers for the 
eager social researcher. It may be 
true that “conceptions of the rela- 
tionship forms of knowledge bear to 
the world have opened up new 
■ opportunities in the social sciences 
ana made, for greater readiness to 
use ‘data* In interesting, open and 
less constrained ways". However it is 
not clear precisely what this 1 means 
beyond the. fact that we should avoid 
any “slavish recourse to routine 
method" ih future. But of course. 

The authors of Sociology and So- 
citil Research are • mare down to 
earth. British sociology is in crisis 


because British sociologists have re- 
treated from doine research into 
thinking about sociology; because 
most sociology teaching does not 
prepare students for actual research; 
ana because the sociology profession 
is itself in disarray after its swift 
expansion in the sixties. This book 
sets out to review the present situa- 
tion and, on the basis of this analy- 
sis, to offer suggestions for the fu- 
ture development of sociology and 
social research in Britain. 

This is, significantly, a four-author 
book: more integrated than a collec- 
tion of essays, but less sustained and 
economical than it might have been 
with one writer in charge. There is 
considerable overlapping of material 
between chapters written by different 
authors on ostensibly different 
topics, and the logic dividing parts 
two and three particularly can be 
divined only by referring to the col- 
lective preface. Inevitably, also, 
some of these chapters are going to 
stimulate or command respect more 
than others. 


The opening chapters on the rise 
and threatened fail of sociology in 
Britain are interesting if a little re- 
petitive. Since we have been in- 
formed at the outset that “Sociology 
consists of people, and what people 
do”, it should come as no surprise to 
find lots of sociology professors 
named here. It is disappointing, 
however, to find quite so much of 
this discussion reminiscent of ‘insid- 
er 1 common room chat. 

The tone rises, once we move on 
to deal with British sociology's atti- 
tudes to research (“theory" at the 
expense of empiricism?) and with the 
main traditions of sociological re- 
search as the authors See them. 
Geoff Payne's chapter on “Grand 
Theory and not so Grand Theory", 
for instance, offers a stimulating dis- 
cussion; of, why -It it thgt Marxist 
sociologists . da hdr on the whole go . 
in for empirical research - either on 
existing “socialist" regimes or on our 
own capitalist system. Again, Robert 
Dingwall maps out the “Ethnog- 
raphic Tradition” and then the 
“Elhnomethodojogical Movement” 
most usefully for the puzzled out- 
sider, 

After this, unfortunately, things 
seem to k slide. Judy Payne's chapter 
• on “Sociology and Policy Research" 
is concerned! not so much to explain 
a {radition (since mpdem British 
sociologists hardly ever Indulge in it) 
as to suggest one way ahead for. 
future sociology expansion. Policy 
research in all its. forms is of course 
full of difficulties for the conscien- 


tious sociologist. Nevertheless “we 
would argue that sociologists should 
undertake policy research including 
commissioned work as long as they 
are aware that they are not likely to 
be doing sociology". This is 
touching. The term “social adminis- 
tration^ is only mentioned once, in 
passing, in this chapter. There is no 
attempt to explain where sociology’s 
policy research would differ from, or 
add to, the traditions of social admi- 
nistration; and indeed, on this show- 
ing, leading figures such as Titmuss 
and Donnison count as sociologists in 
any case. 

The remaining chapters deal with 
social research in operation and yet 
tend to highlight the difficulties, for 
sociologists, of doing research at all. 
Do we really need a “sociology of 
social research” to document the full 
horrors of life “in the field"? It may 
be that “sociologists seemed to en- 
counter more difficulties compared 
to other social scientists in doing and 
completing research”, but this hardly 
seems the best line to take in order 
to convince the Social Science Re- 
search Council of sociology’s need 
for special consideration. Even the 
call for sociologists to justify public 
funding by engaging in more “social- 
ly useful" research, seems a little late 
in the day. 

Michael Carley’s Social Measure- 
ment and Social Indicators seems 
brisk and straightforward in compari- 
son. He is, of course, writing on a 
narrower field and for a lay audi- 
ence. There are many varieties of 
social indicator and types Of social 
indicator system to be explored, yet 
the whole of this debate takes place, 
by definition, within a solidly ^posi- 
tivist" frame of reference. To be 
sure, Carley has much to say about 
the limitations of social indicators 
and about the reasons why the early 
hopes of the “movement 1 ’ were so 
extravagant as -to ; Invite' ■ disappoint- 
ment. Nevertheless he Is fun- 
damentally an optimist. Explanatory 
social indicator models may be so 


refined, in time, as to give rise to 
fully tested social theories, of the 
middle range at least. In the mean-

time, however, students will wel- 
come this thoroughly useful review 
ana explanation of ' social indicator 
activity In all Its forms. ' 

Is social research .as such going 
through a period of crisis? Is it the 
same sort of crisis affecting all quar- 
ters?? Whatever the answers, it seems 
from this selection that a dose of 
crisis may; be no bad thing provided 
It isn't too large and it isn't adminis- 
tered too often., .

The so-called “explosion" of dance (a 
tremendous world-wide interest in the 
art had been going on for well over a 
decade before the media noticed it) has 
had its corollary in an avalanche of 
ballet books, many of them either a 
rehash of old material or too special- 
ized for general readership. It is a 
pleasant change, therefore, to consider 
two recent publications which make a 
major contribution to dance bibliogra- 
phy, one of them specific, and one of 
them comprehensive, in content. 

Some authoritative reference work 
was obviously necessary to mark the 
Golden Jubilee of our national ballet 
company and The Royal Ballet, The ‘ 
First Fifty Years is entirely worthy of 
the occasion. As the author makes 
clear in a prefatory note, this account 
of the company's first half-century is a 
one-man effort, his subjective assess- 
ment open to differing opinions. 
Nevertheless, Bland presents a very 
even, generous and balanced view of 
those disparate elements that have 
contributed to the Royal Ballet’s con- 
tinued success. That it has had its 
vicissitudes is undeniable and only to 
be expected; but that it has, in the 
main, been remarkably consistent in 
pleasing an ever-growing public is 
inextricably linked with Ninette de 
1 Valois’ far-sighted policies established 
with the company in 1931: a school to 
provide a continuous flow of carefully 
trained young dancers and a repertoire 
rooted in the classics but performed in 
parallel with the best of contemporary 
choreography. 

The fluctuating course of the com- 
pany’s history - the early years at 
Sadler’s Wells, the post-war move to 
Covent Garden, the granting of a 
Royal Charter, the directors who suc- 
ceeded de Valois and the policies they 
followed, the successes and failures of 
the repertoire, the comings and goings 
of the danceri - all is set out in a prose 
style which manages to retain a vitality 
that sustains the reader's interest as he 
ingests the historical record. 

The book is very well illustrated with 
colour and black and white photogra- 
pahs and, while I question the promin- 
ence given to some, includes several 
less-than-familiar pictures of historical 
interest such as Chiana Yee’s exquisite 
designs for Robert Helpmann’s The 
Birds in 1942 and Leslie Hurry’s 
beautiful 1943 famasy-Gothic setting 
for Swan Lake (I wish we had it today).

Any , brief introduction to 
Shakespeare is bound to seem super- 
ficial or at least Idiosyncratic. In this 
booklet, Robert Leach appears a lit- 
tle overwhelmed by a need to be 
academically respectable as well as 
practical, with the result that fea- 
tures (excellent in themselves) on 
topics such as the divine right of 
kings and the imagery of blood in 
Macbeth get in the way of the more 
urgent business of moving the text! 
from page to stage. However there 


are useful background articles on ' 
Shakespeare’s fools, music and dance 1 
and the sub-text, all of which will 
help in any theatrical- work on the 
selected playscripts. - 


Presumably these scripts are in- 
tended for students new to 
Shakespeare. While it is obviously 
valid to edit pul shortened versions 
from the original plays for such stu- 
dents, I really do question the suita- 
bility pf the ones presented here (all , 
three of which are vastly more de- j 
mandtng than the scripts in their 
booklets in the series). What Yon 
‘ Will is a cut-down version.- of rtbe 
elurive and bitter-sweet Twelfth 
Night (minus such elements as the 
yellow stockings but complete with 
some of the difficult word-play). 
Confusion's Masterpiece is a Macbeth 
that culminates in Macbeth’s corona- 
tion, held in Ihfe presence of the 
.witches - yet another example of the 
mistaken view that the witchcraft 
scenes will make some of 
Shakespeare’s most compressed 
verse accessible. Finally' there is the 
Autolycus interlude ■ tram ' Winter's 
Tale. 

If only the editor had chosen 
scenes from some of the earlier and 
easier plays (and even in places had 
paraphrased the text), the 
Shakespeare- Playtexts would have 
been as useful in the lower and mid- 
dle teaches of the secondary school 
as the r other titles in this attractive 
series. . > .

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Basic grammar on 
a language ruler 


Plastic rulers were sent to nearly 10,000 
junior and comprehensive schools re- 
cently. They were designed not just for 
maths, but also as a language aid. The 
rulers were developed by Mr Bruce 
Nicol, who is a languages master at 
Gloucester School, a comprehensive in 
north west Germany, ana they contain 
all the basic grammar for either French 
or German. Italian and Spanish ones 
are to follow, and there is also an 
English version for foreign students. 

Tire idea is to reduce the time 
needed to look up grammar which is 
scattered over many pages in a book. 
On the French ruler, lists of pronouns 
are followed by verb endings, common 
prepositions and the objects used after 
(hem. The other side lists 16 common 
verbs in their various tenses. 
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On the German version, one side is 
entirely devoted to the declension of 
articlesandadjectivesin the four cases, 
while on the other there are sections on 
pronouns and verb endings. 

The notes which accompany each 
ruler explain how to use it and give 
forther information on various points 
of grammar. The German notes in- 
clude comprehensive lists of the most 
common regular and irregular verbs 
with examples of how they are used. 

Mr Nicol produced (he ruler because 
he became concerned that pupils, 
particulary the less academic, often 
round great difficulty in grasping the 
grammar. First, he developed a lan- 

a e course which is suitable for 
3 as well as children.

When the heat is on, a 
foolproof operation is vital 


David Kilpatrick surveys furnaces for use in science and crafts 


The main uses of small electric fur- 
naces are in industry, scientific re- 
search and higher eduation. Although 
the manufacturers of furnaces recog- 
nise the importance of secondary 
schools, comparatively few depart- 
ments can justify the average cost of 
around £500. Even in industry, fur- 
naces are purchased for specific tasks, 
and not as additions to available equip- 
ment.

There are two primary types of small 
electric furnace. The traditional “muf- 


fle 11 furnace uses a central electric 
heater element wound to manufacture 
and install, but like tiny exposed ele- 
ment will eventually fail. Muffle fur- 
naces for school use often have cheaper 
elements with simple routines to 
change them, but some makes require 
a service engineer to replace the ele- 
ment safely, at some cost. 



1200-mark, the type of insulation 
needed to avoid breakdown and retain 
the heat becomes very much more 
expensive. 


A modern educational furnace 
should have a double-skinned wall so 
that the external temperature stays 
low, and use no asbestos in its construc- 
tion. Safety locks prevent the door 
from being opened with the power on, 
but it can stiu be opened (from necessi- 
ty) when the furnace is hot. 



The “slab" furnace uses refractory 
side wall panels of silicon carbide with 
embedded diffuse heating elements. 
Instead of a single element, a typical 
furnace like CarBoiite’s ESF2 (Educa- 
tional Slab Furnace size 2) uses four of 
these lower power slabs, each replace- 
able individually and more cheaply. 
The heat is also more even, since it 
comes from all round the sides of the 
chamber rather than from a single 
source. 


“The slab furnace gives extra safety 
and foolproof operation" says Carbo- 
lite’s technical director Ian Whitney. 
“A major consideration is whether or 
not the furnace can be run off a 13-amp

This question of power is one of the 
main reasons why furnace manufactur- 
ers such as Carbolite, Cestradent and 
Lenton Thermal cannot concentrate 
on schools. Industry and universities 
do not usually face the problem of 
meeting electricity supply demands; 
the largest furnaces may consume 40 
Kw on three-phase supply, yet present 
no difficulties in an industrial work- 
shop. Very few furnaces use less than 
the maximum of 3 Kw available from a 
normal 13 amp socket.

Some new furnaces are cheaper. 
Carbolite now have a muffle furnace 
with a low-cost element, the EML, for 
under £300. The life of the element is 
impossible to state positively but 
“around three years” can be expected 
from normal use. Cestradent have 
twelve models suitable for educational 
use and recommend their MFla; all the 
models are in the range £500-550, but 
have slightly differing specifications. 

There seems a very strong case for a 
crossover between science and crafts 
departments in the use of a single 
furnace. The obvious use to fuse 
ceramic glazes on jewellery is within 
the small capacity limit of the furnace. 
Annealing small glass objects is also 
possible with suitable temperature 


Apart from the manufacturers men- 
tioned above, there are dozens of small 
makers who can put good quality 
furnaces together because it is a hand 
assembly rather than mass production 
job. Gallenkamp, of the educational 
lab supplies distributors, are alone in 
manufacturing their own make of fur- 
nace, and possibly have closer contact 
with the schools 1 needs as a remit. 
Carbolite’s marketing director admits 
that although many furnaces go out to 
schools, the company rarely sets to 
know exactly what they are used for. in 
strong contrast with the industrial/ 
research markets where the final use 
often determines the custom-desigaof 
an individual furnace.

A nurse and a teacher have written 
these five slide/tape programmes to 
provide a very simple course in 
anatomv and physiology for 9 to 13 
year olds. They have tried to reduce the 
subject to its "bare essentials”, and 
they claim to have avoided technical 
language. The five programmes are 
The Heart, Circulation and Respira- 
tion*, "The Digestive and Urinary Sys- 
tem*, “The Nervous System and Spe-- 
cl.'l Senses" (2 parts) and “Bones and 
Muscles*. The number of slides -in each 
unit varies from 21 to 34. 

Most of the frames are colour draw- 
ings, a few are colour or black and 
white phuograhs. The cassette com- 
mentaries last between 10 and 15 
minutes, they are clearlv spoken and, 
though they are pulsed, there are short 
pauses in which the frame number is 
given so that the slide set can be used 
with any type of slide projector. The 
sound quality is variable, "teacher's 
notes for each unit give a transcript of 
[he commentary, background notes, 
Information, and ideas for follow-up 
exercises. 

The information is packed with jar- 
gon, which assumes that all teachers of 
9 lo 13 year olds have some biological 
knowledge. Some of the suggestions

When ranvassing Origin of Species 
the staff at the Natural History 
Museum were startled to find that 
very few students in the target 
age-group of fourth to sixth years 
understood natural selection in 
evolution. On the contrary, 
LaMarek s largely discredited ideas 
of the inheritance of acquired 
characteristics were widely, if muz- 
Zll y* . !* e,d - This attractive new 
exhibition should leave anyone 
above the age of 15 with a clearer 
idea of what Darwin had to say. 
and why most of it is still regarded 
as so important. 

Although the museum has 
included very little genetics and has 
concentrated on familiar animals to 
provide the examples, there are 
none the less many difficult con- 
cepts to grasp and the extensive 
use of dioramas, push-buttons and 
video as well as the more standard 
tape-slide and film showings should 
be appreciated by visiting teachers. 

By constantly referring to Dar- 
wins observations on the Beagle, 
fhe organisers have avoided stray- 
ing too far onto the wilder shores 
of neo-Darwinism, though the final 
section does touch on other 
evolutionary theories.

ingenious video game which involves 
the player in tracing the fortunes of two 
sets of pale and dark mice on different 
coloured backgrounds.

This summer saw the start of 
Mind&lretchers , an imaginative new 
series for 10-1 1 year olds. Bach 
programme introduces a problem to 
pupils in a brief' five-minute burst. 
A second five-minute programme Is 
broadcast a few days later to pro- 
vide discussion and solutions. In 
the meantime, with help from the 
teacher, pupils are expected to 
work on the problems. 

The five problems in this series 
centre, an weather forecasting, 
archaeology, calendar construction, 
environmental planning and 
bridge -building technology. The 
problems -set are not explicit/ 
mathematical, though most involve 


yp^i; 


mathematics and would greatly 
interest teachers developing work 
In applications of mathematics. 
However, the programmes go much 
further and illustrate the methodol- 
ogy behind a number of broadly 
scientific disciplines. They do this 
by involving pupils in a scaled- 
down realistic problem which can 
be worked on.in school. 

The first problem asks pupils to 
make a forecast of the weather 
based on assumed conditions. The 
various graphs and information 
needed to make this prediction are also 
provided. It is perhaps unfortunate 
that this very first programme is quite 
complex, though it is within the capa- 
bility of most pupils if some help is 
Riven. . 

The material Is presented at . 
great speed, and it. wotild be essen- 
tial for .the 1 teacher to re-present It 
V in ' the Classroom using the - script in' 

the: content Is excellent and consti- 
tutes a very interesting activity, giv- 
ing also a good flavour of how 
weather forecasting is done. 

. The : second problem is in' com- 
: plete contrast, milly dramatised, it 
Shows 1 an archaeologist ; "discover- 
ing” the remains of . what looks 
rather like, an bid airraid shelter 


and, among other things, a brick 
wrapped in underwear. Pupils have 
to figure out what the remains are, 
and how the objects were used. 

This was the least realistic of the 
programmes. There were bints that 
we were seeing how archaeologists 
worked in general, but pupils will 
have learnt more about modern 
history than about genuine 
archaeological methods. 

“Rethinking the calendar” was the 
theme of the third programme, and 
this presented a creative mathemat- 
ical task; to construct an improved 
version of our complicated calen- 
dar. The programme explained at a 
careful pace now the calendar has 
evolved. The is an exercise in explora- 
tory thinking touching into maths and 
science which would be well within the 
capabilities of the pupils. 

The last two programmes cover 
environmental topics: housing and 


bridges. Pupils are asked to design 
a housing estate using model 
houses of such a size that ten 


houses can be built on a sheet of 
A4 paper. The programme gives 
some ideas, nicely illustrated by 
film of real houses. The follow-up 
programme shows some real pupils 
and their designs. This topic re- 
veals how planners think, and pro- 
vides material for discussion on 
aspects of housing.. 

The bridge-building programme is 
rather like a junior The Great Egg 
Race : pupils- are asked to make a 
model bridge which would span a 
distance or 500 millimetres and 
support a weight of 500 gramB 
Only cardboard, string, glue and 
straws may be used. The pro- 
gramme explains some simple tech- 
nology In the designs of different 
bridge structures. 

; Most of the. programmes set 
. problems -which -"haya a-^vfcriety . o? . 
Sensible solutions. They help ' chil- 
dren learn to apply their know- 
ledge, and with the help, of the 
teacher and the teacher’s notes, 
there is excellent material that 
gives factual information and shows 
some of the thought processes that 
underpin sbme of our uses of sci- 
ence.

Chalkface 

ITV, weekends. Times vary be- 
tween regions 

The first programme in Granada's 
new education magazine series, 
Chalkface, was stiff and awkward - 
very understandably. By the fourth 
programme, though, the tone was 
still stiff and awkward; and the blame 
lies squarely on the professional televi- 
sion people involved, who have im- 
posed upon non-professional broad- 
casters a whole armoury of creepy 
“communication techniques”. 

Because of this we have inter- 
views consisting wholly of leading 
questions ("And teachers actually 
worked with experts from the 
Home Office on this, didn’t 
they?"); constant chopping around 
between Ted Wragg and Stephen 
Cohen, presumably for fear of 
boredom if we see one face for 
two minutes; and the culminating 
awfulness of our two presenters sit- 
ting side by side trying to have an 
unaffected "conversation”, like 
American newsreaders. 

A lot is demanded of the 
presenters in the way of spon- 
taneity and what emerges is a sort 


of mildly leftish, mildly beery 
(jokes about research into brewing 
techniques), heavily sexist atmos- 
phere which represents quite well 
the more irritating backwaters of 
education. 

An educational Nationwide? Well, 
Chalkface has one strong point: each 
week's big featured report is generally 
interesting, is given enough depth to 
mean something (unlike most of the 
snippets), and has the sense to let the 
participants be themselves. 

There was an excellent film, for

ty studio to find out in practice just how 
television can put an "active construc- 
tion” on apparently objective reality.

Those responsible 
should recognise that, by the 
nature of the medium, they cannot 
compete with journals aria news- 
papers for news and interviews. 
They should concentrate on the 
In-depth filmed reports, where they 
show a definite flair.

Current innovative enthusiasms 

Geoffrey Hubbard considers the history of educational technology, and the future of our present obsessions

The first is 
to deny their existence or significance; 
to see informatics, microelectronics, 
the whole range of new technologies as 
just another incremental step, whose 
effects have been greatly exaggerated. 

The second is the Sabre-Toothed 
Curriculum, to accept that there are 
changes taking place but to iqsist tnat 
education andtralnihg in the accepted 
form are appropriate for the new 
conditions. Both views are profoundly 
wrong. I believe the changes which are 
being brought about by technology are 
deeply significant and' that education 
ana training will ignore them at their 
peril. 

However, one of the most enduring 
features of the British system is that, 
whatever I think, whatever the Gov- 
ernment thinks, there will be a very 
great diversity of practice, so that, if we 
are completely wrong in our current 
innovative enthusiasms, there will be 
some enclaves where the foil rigour of 
the sabre-toothed curriculum will be 
preserved. Generally speaking, the 
British education and training system is 
stronger on conservation than on in- 
novation.

It is, I think, more than a mere fancy 
to see the influence of non-educational 
structures on educational . organiza- 
tion. If the age of cheap' brick build- 
ings, cheap printed books and cheap 
transport produced the pattern of large 
education and training institutions just 
as it produced the comparable large 
concentrations of industrial produc- 
tion, what might we see as the compa- 
rable changes in education and training 
to those developments now imminent 
in the world outside? 

We are not likely to derive much 
benefit from looking at manufacturing 
industry; that. is already on the path 
•followed by agriculture over (he last 
fifty years or more. Labour employed 
, has. dropped from about 40% of the 
employed population to about 2%, . 
while the output has gone up substan- 
tially. No, we should look, I suggest, at 
what is bekronlnd to happen in the 
office, which is now exposed to a 
cluster of new technologies - informa- 
tion handling, communications and 
'computing. ' 

. The possibilities which these de- 
velopments open up are considerable,, 
for example it is now .possible to have 
an office organization which is not all in. i 
one geographical location. It Is hot a ' 
very sophisticated application of tech- 
nology to put two word processors on . 
either end of a telephone line, yet it 
represents an enormous advance for. 
anyone who has to deal regularly with a 
.distant office, or a network of offices 
and branches. . . ■ ■

Now translate that into education 
and training. The Open University has 
shown clearly enough, jf-.|h*t were: 
necessary, that (herd ore some aspects 
of learning that cannot easily be done 
in isolation. But it has also shown, 
and this is borne out by CET's 'work 
over the last four yearn on open 


dentlv and those parts which need to be 
handled in a group, with profess ionn! 
assistance, can work in a wide range of 
subject areas and at varied levels in 
further and higher education. 

Now, neither the Council, nor I 
personally, has any particular interest 
in such approaches as a way of provid- 
ing education' and training oh the 
cheap, though it is important to de- 
monstrate at -least that the costs are 
acceptable, which usually .means not 
too different from those or convention- 
al methods. But if it is the only way, or 
the preferred way, in which learners 
can get what they wont , should we not 
be exploring (he education and training 
equivalent Of the electronic office? 

Ail the component ‘technological 
elements are already available; the 
ubiquitous microcomputer, the special 
chip that enables it to function as a 
Prestel terminal, the Prestel system 
itself and the technique called "tefesoft- 
waye",. whereby computer programs 


are stored in the Prestel system nnd 
delivered directly into the prospective 
user's microcomputer. (Do not. by the 
way, be deceived by those who suggest 
that a tclcsoftwurc system consists of 
nutting up program listings on Prestel 
for the user to copy down with pencil 
and paper and then' key in, That is not 
feletofiware; it Is just soft.) ,

If we thjnk forward fbut not very far 
forward at the present rate of progress) 
to a lime when these facilities are as 
widespread as the television set, the 
hi-fi and (he pocket calculator, and if 
we think of needs, in terms of training 
and retraining and in terms of the 
continuing education of a rapidly arid 
radically changing society, can we not 
begin tn see how such needs might be 
met?

a new one. The first requirement is for 
an accurate definition of the perceived 
need. That is to say, we should accept 
that the prospective student knows m 
broad terms what is needed, but help is 
called for in making the requirement 
more precise. 

The next stage is to draw up a study 
plan, which could call on elements 
from existing conventional courses, 
elements from existing open learning 
systems, and self study elements put 
together from existing resources for 
this specific purpose. The student then 
needs access to the learning materials, 
access to tutorial guidance, and access 
in appropriate cases to practical facili- 
ties and to opportunities to meet with 
fellow students. There is also the need 
to test at suitable points in the process 
whether progress is being made to- 
wards the desired goAl - not necessarily 
the same as continuous or intermittent 
assessment for the purpose of awoiding 
qualifications. 

All of these functions could be 
provided in the conventional way: at 
institutions, at set times. But technolo- 
gy offers an alternative. There are 
interesting questions to be explored in 
respect, for example, of how much of 
the counselling function could be done 
through a videotex system. Certainly 
the information-providing part, but 
how far could one go with tne guidance 
element? ft is not too far from the 
careers guidance work which is already 
being done by computer. We also have 
i much ground to cover in findingout the 
best way of using the various delivery 
systems to bring the learning material 
to the student, and the range of such 
systems is continually extending. 

At this point I seem to hear an echo 
of a protest from the time of the early 
teaching machine. How about , the 
teachers? The classic riposte - that any 
, teachers, who can be replaced by a 
- machine should be - still stands. But I 
i would Hke to go a little further, on a 
1 -> broader front. In’ Industry ; in the

over of certain tasks by the machines. 
But in the caring services, and in all 
those parts of our society where people 
help people, there are no limits to 
growth. 

The education and training process 
must surely always contain a vey large 
element of this nature, whether in the 
form of counseling and guidance ser- 
vices, of group and individual tutoring 
or of (hat most interesting part of the 
process, helping students to explore 
their understanding. However, it is 
important, if you are in the business of 
people helping people, it is necessary 
to make sure that tne help is what the 
recipient wants to receive, not What the 
giver wants to give. 

Technological developments offer 
us the opportunity to extend the range 
and scope of the education and training 
sytem. [would like to see that potential 
used to the full in the interests of the 
learner. [ am convinced that if we do 
that, there will be no lack of demand 
for the services of those whose pu rpose 
in life is to help others to learn.

The VIC (Video interface with Com- 
puter) system is a unique Delimitation 
of the technology currently being ex- 
plored by certain sectors of American 
education, but it has not yet emerged 
within Britain because the videodisc 
players themselves have not yet been 
launched here by the manufacturers. 
The first launch date is scheduled for 
autumn this year. This will be the 
Philips Laser Vision consumer model. 

In the US VIC systems have been 
developing since the late 1970s and 
many are now well into the first 
generation of software programme 
production. Both computer programs 
And video programmes are used in the 
VIC system so it is wise to make the 
distinction from the beginning. 

The typical VIC system uses a 
standard monitor and computer and 
ancillary equipment. The major tech- 
nological innovation is the video disc 
player. There are two types of player: 
the optical and capacitance. The more 
technically' sophisticated optical play- 
ers are of most significance at tne 
moment since capacitance players with 
computer interface capability have yet 
tQ be developed to a marketable level. 

The optical videodisc player uses a 
loser beam and a videodisc which 
revolves at 1800 revolutions per mi- 
nute. There are 54,000 tracks per side, 
each having analogue pits containing 
the signals needed for one video screen 
frame. The US models use 525 lines of 
signal per frame, while the British 
system will use 625, relating respective- 
ly to existing TV standards. „ 

The US disc spins at the equivalent 
of 30 frames per second, resulting in 30 
mins playing time per side ; there is also 
an extended play version which runs 
Tor 60 mins but looses its frame access 
capabilities. The 30 frames per second 
speed ensures that the sound, laid 
down in the second audio track of the 
disc is not garbled, which it would be 
with the existing technology at any 
other speed. 

The videodisc as discussed here is 
produced in two ways: the optical 
transmissive and optical reflective. 
Optical reflective discs are covered 
with a reflective coating causing the 
loser beam to bounce outhe surface of 
the disc to photocells above. 

Optically transmissive discs, are* 
transparent, allowing the laser beam to 
shine through the disc to tHephotocells 
under the disc itself. Of the US 
videodisc players, the Tbomson-CSF 
TTV model is optically transmissive 
while the Philips YLP. Magnavox. 
MCA Disco vision and Pioneer, models 
are reflective. It is a model of the 
Philips VLP system which some British 
enthusiasts consider, will be the most 
successful in this country. 

The Nebraska University Videodisc 
Group has identified four different 
video player performance levels: The 


Basic Plover - any consumer model, 
either videodisc or tape, designed for 
real-time programme play. Level !-* 
consumer model videodisc player with 
freeze-frame, autostop, chapter search 
and dual audio, but with limited rnn- 
dom access, limited memory and no 
processing power. Level II - an cduca- 
tional/industrial model videodisc play- 
er with all the capabilities of a level 1 
player, plus a built-in programmable 
memory. Level III - the same educa- 
tional/industrial model player inter- 
faced with a computer, it is level III 
which we are calling, in this article, the 
VIC system. 

Any disc designed for a VIC system 
can operate on the lower levels of 
player. The interface with computers, 
nowever, gives the ability to obtain 
more than the "read-only" memory 
printed into the disc itself, since the 
interface permits an overlay of dyna- 
mic computer graphics on videodisc 
still frames or motion seguences. 

While an optical reflective disc play- 
er cannot use a transmissive disc, any 
optical reflective disc player can use 
any optical reflective software whether 
it was designed for that level of use or 
not. This gives complete compatibility 
between tne optical reflective software 
and hardware, within the limits of the 
functions each player can provide. The 
same is true for tne transmissive com- 
ponents and software. 

The two optical systems are identic- 
al, however, at premasteriiig stage, i.e. 
the different transmissive or reflective 
masters for pressing multiple discs can 


be produced from the same premasler- 
ing material - a 16mm film of 1 H 
(normally) videotape. This means that 
designers of software programmes can 
produce programmes for both optical 
systems simultaneously. 

In the distribution of software this 
interchangeability is Important as it 
enables production costs to be kept as 
low as possible. Production of a 
- videodisc Is very .expensive at the 
development stages - especially those 
designed for VIC systems where the 
computer program is laid into the 
second audio-channel prior to master- 
ing. If there are any faults in the 
computer program they will be printed 
Into every disc produced by the master. 
It is essential therefore that production 
of both the computer information and 
the visual material be tried and tested 
adequately prior to mastering - an 
expensive process. 

When the mastering Is done howev- 
er, videodiscs are very cheap to press, 
especially with fiigh runs. Costs vary 
from £4~£10 depending on the system 
and disc features - far cheaper than 
videotape duplication. 

And, since the VIC system could use 
computers already installed In schools, 
and the standard television sets already 


videodisc players are all that is needed 
Once a British system, whichever^ 
it will be, is established, there will £ 
little, barring funds to buy or rent « 
player and permanent, indestructabk 
discs, to stop those more innovatiw 
teachers exploiting VIC systems u 
education, providing there is an atom- 
ate supply of suitable software. 

Who holds this key to the develop 
menl of software for the British sy£ 
tem? In the education field, developers 
of CAL materials could be the obviOB 
candidates to develop and prodw 
such material. Yet it is not necessarily 
the lack of a British system which wifi 
hold back the development of Brilisk 
software, nor even the lack of funds, li 
will probably be lack of insight into the 
potential uses of this system within (he 
classroom, and lack of expertise in the 
development of integrated visual -ami- 
computer software. 

While teachers and developers of 
CAL software and distance leaniaig 
materials at the International Video 
Conference in London recently were 
excited by the presentation of the 
American VIC systems, the media 
people seemed unaware of its 
• tremendous potential. Without the 
combination of teachers and media 
producers any software produced for 
the British market is bound either to be 
boringly didactic, thereby denying the 
exciting learning possibilities of Ibis 
new combination system, or too loose 
and media orientated to be of educa- 
tional value. 

As yet there are no plans to 
fund development of VIC software, 
though it is rumoured that the whole 
question of videodisc technology is 
being discussed at Government level. 
It could be that, without fuoiug 
for British VIC software development, 
either from the Government or film 
and broadcasting industries, or hard- 
ware manufacturers themselves, US 
software will merely filter 
into the British schools without mod- 
ification. 

However, because of the sw? 
emphasis on formative evaluate 
prior to mastering, the software » tu 
developed could oe regarded ssvny 
deterministic both in conte “’- R ?^ 
learning theory. It

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Subsidised microcomputers, 
a guide for purchasers 

A. K. Hennessy looks at government recommended computers 


The recent announcement of a 50% 
subsidy from the Department of Indus- 
try towards the purchase of the Acorn 
Atom or the Research Machine 380Z. 
by schools has led to considerable 
controversy and dismay from the edu- 
cational users of microcomputers, as 
well as the manufacturers and dealers. 
For those In the computing industry 
who are Involved in the evaluation and 
use of microcomputers, the announce- 
ment is baffling. There is no justifica- 
tion for foisting on schools computers 
or any other equipment thnt does not 
meet their requirements merely to 
provide a captive market for British 
manufacturers. 


Minimum requirements 


What kind of computing facilities are 
needed by schools? From our -work in 
schools in the Manchester urea, we 
have found that the following are 
minimum requirements for schools 
computing facilities: 

• a full alpha-numeric keyboard cap- 
able of withstanding considerable 
“bashing";- 

• A BASIC compiler/interpreter with 
string, file and decimal handling using 
standard variables (Microsoft standard 
or similar); 

• memory to hold at least 200 lines of 

» ram instructions; usually at least 
characters (4K bytes of RAM) in 
■ addition to the memory taken up by 
BASIC and other software such as the 
operating system, monitor or editor; 
.9 ability to record programs at id data 
on magnetic (ape or disks; 

9 upward expandability withregard to 
■^msjnory .size ,, arid , add! tionnl facility 

for disks; 

• linkage to a printer (not a promised 
printer not yet in production, but a 
printer that is seen working NOW), 
without a separate interface unit; 

• linkage to a video display, usually a 
TV set; 

9 as few connectors and leads as 
possible. 

. The ideal schools computer would 
have a floppy-disk unit, video screen, 
, printer ana keyboard, all: in one unit 
that weighed less than 25 pounds so 
-.that 1} could be carried Into, the- class-. 
- room; plugged in add Switched on, all 
■ ready, for dass use: 

In addition to the specific features of 
’ the equipment, we fopnd that schools 
need the following:.- 
9 local dealer support for mainten- 
ance, routine technical -queries and 
repairs: 


9 a library of at least 100 programs 
suitable for educational use; 

9 an advisory service available from 
nine to five on weekdays to deal with 
questions that local dealers cannot 
handle: or specialised educational 


ouenes; 

9 manuals covering the workings of 
the equipment and the software with 
sufficient detail and clarity for the new 
user. 

With these requirements in mind, 
how do the subsidised machines mea- 
sure up? 

The Acorn Atom (not the BBC 
model) is a small hobbyist's kit in 
assembled form. It has a full alpha- 
numeric keyboard but the mechanical 
operation of the keys is unlikely to 
stand up to schools use. For this 
reason, the BBC version of the Atom 
will have Bn improved keyboard. Its 
BASIC has only the minimum facilities 
needed, and would not normally be 
suitable beyond the first five to ten 
computing lessons. In addition, the 
version of BASIC supplied by Acorn is 
non-standard, which means that any 
programs written for other machines 
would be very difficult to convert to 
run on the Acorn. 


The simplest Atom 


The “starter” version of the Atom 
has only 512 bytes for programs to cope 
with schools requirements, additional 
memory would have to be added at 
extra cost. The Atom has a link to a 
magnetic tape unit; although a disk 
unit controller is available with disk 
unit, there is at present nodisk operat- 
ing system (withqut vyhlcb the disk unit . 
Is virtually useless to Schools). Com- 
munication facilities can link the Atom 
to other machines. 

The Atom can be expanded to a 
maximum of only 11K bytes, rather 
than the 32K required. Linkage to a 
printer is available. 

There is a video link on the Atom, 
but the video unit will have to be 

E u rebased separately at a cost of at 
:asl £60, If nigh-resolution graphics 
are used,- the fully-expanded Atom will 
only have 5K bytes available for prog- 
ram instructions, 1 
. As far as 1 dealer support is con- 
cerned, Acorn Is extremely deficient. 
Their trade discounts are such that few 
dealers would find it viable econo ml- 
-. tally to provide adequate technical* 
services. The firm -do not offer a 
software library or a users’ service: The 
Owner of an Atom , will have to do his 


own repairs and maintenance and find 
his own software. For the first-time 
user, this will mean a lot of,\yasted time 
and effort. 

The users' manual, Atomic Theory- 
mid Practice is very well-written and 
easy to follow, probably the best- 
written of any of the micro manuals. 

The cost or buying the Acorn Atom 
shduld be viewed in terms of the 
changing situation. The current ver- 
sion rs likely to be superseded (making 
it obsolete) by the BBC version and an 
up market version, both of which will 
have different BASIC compilers and 
will be incompatible with the current 
model. The price of £174.50, with no 
Government subsidy, plus the cost of a 
video unit at £60, a printer at £300 
minimum and memory expansion at 
£50, makes a total of £584.50. 

The video unit and the printer could 
possibly be used oh the newer versions 
of the Atom, but the rest of the 
equipment would be phased out within 
the next one or two years for lack of 
service and replacement parts. For 
schools that wait for the BBC version, 
the list price will be £260 instead of 
£174.50 tor the basic unit; the subsidy 
would be £130, and the total cost would 
be £520. 

In summary, the currently avail- 
able Acorn Atom is basically an assem- 
bled hobbyist's kit; in a number of vital 
features -it is not suitable for schools 
use. When the BBC version is in 
production later in the year, a further 
evaluation of the position can be made , 
but for the present a school would be 
unwise to invest in this equipment. 


Robust, practical keyboard 


The Research Machine 380Z, at the 
other end of the micro market, is much 
more of a practical possibility for 
schools use. It has a full, robust 
keyboard -and complete BASIC facili- 
ties. Its file, string Bud arithmetic- 
handling features were well ahead of 
the rest of the “micro” field two years 
ago. The “System 1” cassette-based 
machine has 8K bytes of available 
memory; it is expandable up to 36K 
bytes of working memory with disk 
unit link available and a first-rate disk 
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Above, Research Machines' 380Z microcomputer, top, Apple III.

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which makes It difficult for the first- 
time user, who Is. unlikely to have a 
computing classroom allocated. 

There ts a reasonable amount of 
380Z software available, not from 
Research Machines, but from the va- 
rious users such as MUSE, (micro- ; 
computer users group) and the Inner ' 
London Education Authority who 
have standardised on the 380Z. The 
software tends to be passed around 
among schools rather than through a 
formal, manufacturer-financed library i 
as is the case with Commodore and

port is particularly frustrating for 380Z 
users because the manuals are not easy 
for the uninitiated to understand. This 
machine is definitely not for first-time 
users. A video unit at a minimum cost 
of £60, and a printer with interfnee are 
needed, at an additional cost of at least 
£400. This brings the total to. £1300. 

Looking at "the position of the 
school’s computer facilities in one 
year’s tiqie, most schools will find that 
one computer is not enough to meet 
the demand from teachers, pupils and 
administrators. At that point, the 
school will consider purchasing 
another computer, and this second one 
will not be subsidised. If the school 
buys a different model computer than 
the first one, the programs will not be 
compatible and it will not be possible to 
use the machines interchangeably. 
Thus at the Outset, the cost of buying 
two, or three computers within the next 
year has to be considered if a sensible 
decision is to be made. 

Tire best value for money for first- 
time schools users is undoubtedly the 
Commodore range of PETs and the 
new VIC. These machines also have 
the benefit of a software library, user 
support, dealer service, and basic Fea- 
tures. They have an Internationally- 
accepted standard BASIC which 
means there is a variety of textbooks 
and. magazines with material related 
directly, to the P£Ts operations. The 
VIC also has fewer connections (only 
two mains plugs for the minimum 
configuration for schools, and . two 
connectors) . , than . any. other .basic 
machine, which means less can go' 
wrong in the classroom.

All these items are made of a strong 
kind of corrugated cardboard with a 
thjck outer skin and printed finish. The 
filing drawers are the most surprising in 
terms of performance for cost; a com- 
plete drawer is around £6.50, com- 
pared with conventional filing cabinet 
costs of roughly £20 per drawer. Light- 
er weight storage boxes are made by 
companies like Dentax, who are Dan- 
ish, but Banker’s Box are British 
made, and the range is vast. The boxes 
are usually classed as stationery, but 
overlap into being items of furniture. 
Deep storage of (his make costs around 
£18 per cubic metre. 

Another company worth looking at 
is Esselte Dymo. Their Sortu A4 
plastic trays are fairly expensive pet 
unit, but unlike beanstalk filing trays 
they do not need extension fogs In 
between each tray - they simply stack 
up, and also fit side by side witnout lost 
space. They can be used free standing 
on a desk , or fitted into a cabinet which 
takes 48, or put on trolleys.

O ne of the best low-cost storage 
consists of a pallet of 
wwooti housebricks and some planed 
“UjAch timber. The bricks can be 
dry or mortared to form the 
pillars for the timber shelves. 


range of steel letter racks reduces the 
cost per shelf to between £1.50 and £3 
depending on the number of shelves on 
the unit bought. Such systems have the 
disadvantage of lacking flexibility and 
having a fixed, limited space between 
the shelves. I find an eight-shelf ver- 
sion ideal for sorting out current work 
and gradually progressing from bottom 
to top, but neglected Items have a habit 
of creeping to the back of the slightly 
tilted shelves and getting lost. 

Metal or plastic riling trays are still 
about three to five times the price of 
sturdy board systems. You can obtain 
ten 5 Inch thick Guidex Storflat fools- 
cap boxes for around £10, but nearly aU 
plastic trays are around £2.50 to £3 
each with extra for support posts. The 
box type systems are arguably better 
for many purposes than expanding 
files, which tend to cost £6-£10 each 
depending on durability, and are im- 
possible to lift when full. A properly 
divided set of boxes allows easy move- 
ment, better protection atid stacking. 

Now that the microprocessor has 
made its way into education, the 
problem of handling stacks of fragile 


can be bought unlabelled for £2 or even 
as little as £1 each. The reason for this 
is that the manufacturers no longer 
make low density, single sided disks. 
They make double density, double 
sided ones, and those rejected during 
testing are re-tested to see If they wifi 
work at a lower information density, or 
on just one side only. This has very 
much reduced the cost. 

You may be offered ten diskettes for 
£22, or 10 with a library case for £27. £5 
for a plastic case? For under £20 you 
can get a steel filing drawer unit over 14 
inchs deep, 8 inches wide and 6 inches 
high. Fit an internal barrier by Pet and 
similar computers. It will provide much 
more protection than plastic cases, and 
■ hold. twice as many diskettes for the 
cost. ■ 

Security filing cabinets, capable of 
resisting fire and impact, are probably 
the most expensive storage media 
apart from safes you are likely to need, 
The Cost of good two-drawer fireproof 
cabinet Is around £300-400, and there is 
then the problem of deciding which 
files should be in it. Given the high 
incidence of fires when schools are 
broken into (and the amount of com- 
bustible material) a security cabinet 
makes sense when you have pupil 
records to safeguard.

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Processors that can eat your words Potential alternative 
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David Kilpatrick on computerised typewriting 


This article was written on a word 
processor; that's not unique today, and 
it certainly won't be tomorrow. De- 
spite the considerable emphasis on 
computer and microprocessor science 
in secondary schools, the office equip- 
ment market keeps several Steps ahead 
' of the rest of us. The new bottleneck 
has nothing to do with computers, but 
with word processors and now to use 
them. 

Computers, in normal business prac- 
tice. eat figures. They don't eat. or 
generate, words. Figures start off on 
paper and are “input" into the compu- 
ter. Most of the structure of paperwork 
and the words which go with the figures 
are in the computer's software to stnrl 
with. 

This is not the case with word 
processing. However “interactive” a 
word processor may be in prompting 
the operator to make the right move, 
ward processors need words. They 
demand literacy where computers de- 
mand numeracy. 

There are two types of word proces- 
sor on the market today.

Most 
of them involve logical decisions and 
the ability to spot conflict. Thinking in 
this way will be essential in the office of 
tomorrow unless a new breed of busi- 
ness writers emerges, providing stan- 
dard letter wordings to businesses and 
training staff in their correct use. 

There are other subtleties. Some 
word processors will store 50,000 
words in their own dictionary (IBM. 
for example) and when there is a need 
to break a word at a line end with a 
hyphen, the correct hyphenation 
points are shown by the dictionary. 
This is expensive. Others (my own 
Bitsyis one) break the word at random 


Microcomputers are now quite com- 
monplace in our schools. However 
their use is still restricted in the main to 
mathematical and computer studies 
applications. Their failure to make an 
immediate impact in other areas of the 
curriculum is principally due to the lack 
of suitable good quality software for 
these subject areas. The lack of soft- 
ware is due mainly to the fact that the 
microcomputers are programmed in 

f eneral purpose languages such as 
IASIC (Beginners All purpose Sym- 
bolic Instruction Code) and FOR- 
TRAN (FORmula TRANslator). 

Tenchers who have tried to write 
teaching programmes using these lan- 
guages are probably aware of their 
shortcomings, particularly their un- 
suitability for handling text in a flexi- 
ble, interactive way, which has meant 
that enthusiastic subject teachers have 
to become quite expert programmers 
before they nave been able to produce 
professional results. 

However. this is not the case if a 
specialist author language such as 
PILOT (Programmed Inquiry, Learn- 
ing Or Teaching) is used. This lan- 
guage is easy to learn, simple to use, 
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teachers will have to ensure that typists 
know the syllabic structure of the 
language as well as the spelling. 

In t*o months as one of the first 
electronic jqumalists in the UK outside 
newspaper offices using “direct input 
terminals", T have few complaints. The 
sheer ease of correction or wholesale 
alteration, makes using an electronic 
keyboard arid display screen a delight 
(and far -quicker than a good type- 
writer). 

In showing my system to nephews in 
their early teens I was astounded at 
how rapidly all the functions were 
picked up and at the success rate. My 
6 year-old son is perfectly capable of 
writing on the system, knows all the 
instruction, talks abput floppy discs 



and print-out, arid reads the articles on 
the screen; 

.. The only complaint is that word 
processors don’t play space invaders! 


General purpose languages such as

Pilot has been under devdoa&eBt 
since 1971. It originated it tb Sh 
F rancisco Medical Centre and ns 
later developed and standanfised a 
Western Washington University a 
Common Pilot. Until recently it ms 
only available in this country oa awn \ 
limited number of microcompata. 
However manufacturers are not 
realizing its importance and one major 
microcomputer manufacturer, eaierto 
make inroads into the educaUoad 
market, has produced an excellent uj 
full implementation of Common Pilot 
for their .machine. 

Unfortunately a number of mu- 
standard and rather trivial veisns 
also exist so teachers wishing to oboii 
Pilot in addition to Basic should ebed 
that they are supplied with a versionof 
Common Pilot. . j

The structuralist package came to London in 
time to coincide with a policy change by the

and its tributary, SEFT (The Society for Edupa- 
tion in GFilm and Television), which publishes 
two journals, Screen and Screen Education.

But this anti-bourgeois overkill becomes self- 
sabotaging. For cinesemiology, although uneasy 
over its inability to analyse pictures, couldn't of 
wouldn't turn for help to bourgeois science, e.g- 
gestalt psychology. Similarly, Peter Wollen's 
influential book, Signs and Meanings In the 
Cinema, gives an account of ‘‘bourgeois’’, ideas 
about art which is mostly 40 years cut of date 
and sometimes nearly a century behind the times. 

- Similarly, structuralists regularly teach that 
bourgeois thought is idealistic hot materialist, 
that.it substitutes ideas of "genius” for social 
pressures, that its empirirism fulea out. theories, 
etc. And this description! bewilders students for 
whom such things are common sense. ■ ■ 

A rigidity viable in some disciplines is dis- 
astrous in film studies. First, because they involve 
an extraordinary .variety of factors - market 
economics, cultural institutions, social moods, 
varied technologies). Moreover, they involve as- 
pects pi. all the arts (pictures, words, ; music, 
perfarinonce). j'-. ; 

Ironically , the Europeans; who prppagated this 
approach to film now confess that their linguistics 
model was entirely misguided.

Clark (in One-Dimensional Marxism). 

,. A third lashback, often angry, has come from a 
wide range of. potentially sympathetic media 
professionals (Liridsay Anderson, Joseph Losey, 
Kevin Browniow, Ken Loach, Steve Dwoskin, 
Jean-Pierre Gorin). It’s only fair to say that the 
very breakdown of theory allows some quite 
interesting practical criticism to be done. And 
- after all One expects young academics, even if 
. they biegin by teaching uriviable extremes , to lean 
on the job, and mellow eventually. But to 
prescribe benign riegject risks underestimating the 
. determination of the, Ayce/i connexion to combat 
the usual purpose of education in the humanities. 
Which, I lake it, Involves presenting a variety of 
< mentfri sets and tools of thought, and a readiness 
to think independently of Ideological bat lie-lines. 
But everybody’s arguments to this effect meet 
With accuSions of “bad faith”, comparisons with 
Mtch-hunis, and so on. 

. The same animus Is crushing when directed 
Against students. In the US I had to lavish 
renaedi at reass jirancepri PhD candidates, includ- 
ing Marxist journalists, whose 1 demoralisation 
evoked the unlucky young Conservative in 77ie 
History MM. The BFrk institutional position as 
(he central , channel- Ql govenunenl funding 
creates a real risk that this acidulous strain wifi 
spreodri^taqrossffiin/FV studies! aqd systema- 
tically edge out other approaches. In me US, 
media studies, being less centralized, are healthi- 
ly varied. They regularly draw in academically 
able media professionals like Joseph Ldsey anu
